On March 15 the Russians sent 1500 soldiers to the left bank of the'Ching-On River. The Japanese occupying the other bant 
were fired on, and a brisk skirmish ensued. 
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UST because war news is scarce some people 
are assuming that nothing is happening, 
and that the campaign, to put it slangily, 

is ‘‘fizzling out." If you are of those who 
think in this way disabuse yourself promptly of 
the idea, and wait a little, We shall have news 
of battle soon—more than we want; news. of 
battles as gory and disastrous as any writ of in 
history. Nowadays, war is not the sighting of 
an enemy and a flying at his throat. The grim 
drama of war has for its prologue in these days 
a period of thorough, scientific, and silent 
preparation. Only by hints in meagre cable- 
grams do we get information about the prepara- 
tions in the present war; but it needs little 
imagination to enable us to realise that hundreds 
of thousands of soldiers are being thrown into 
Korea and Manchuria. Day by day the com- 
batants approach nearer to one another. Socn— 
it will come as suddenly as the first Port Arthur 
fight—we shall hear of a great land battle, and 
then we shall begin to understand what modern 
warfare means. Meantime, the news that has 
come to hand during the past few days is full of 
interest. 

Cossacks v. Japanese. 

ennet Burleigh, the famous Telegraph 
correspondent, says: The Russians appear to be 
covering their retirement upon Wiju rather 
cleverly. It is again affirmed that they have 
20,000 troops around the Yalu, but their 
numbers are probably much exaggerated. The 
Koreans are flying from tbe district. Оп 
March 15, the. Russians sent 1500 soldiers to the 
left bank of the Ching-on River. On the same 
day fifty Cossacks-arrived near Anju, and tried 
to draw out the Japanese and induce them to 
disclose their positions, an effort which proved 
ineffectual. The Korean Government 
ordered two bodies of 1000 troops each from 
Ping-yang and Seoul to proceed towards Wiju, 
in defending their territory. It is 
reported that 1500 Russians have entered North. 
Eastern Korea, and are holding Kyeng-heung, 
with an outpost at Ham-heung. The transport 
Hong-Kong, with the Marquis Ito and bis party 
on beard, has arrived at Chemulpo. The dis- 
tinguished statesman received an ovation, and 
subsequently proceeded to Seoul. 


Cold Helps the Japs. 


From okio an Express correspondent tells us 
that the Japanese military authorities have 
received important information from their spies 
in Manchuria, showing that the Russian forces 
are meeting with enormous difficulties in the 
work of mobilising their armies in the East 
The Manchurian Railway is in many places 
blocked by immense snowdrifts.

Submarine Run Down bya Liner.—A terrible | 


di-aster followed the termination of the manceuvres at 
Portsmouth last week, the, Submarine A 7, which had taken 
a prominent part in the mimic warfare, being run down by 
a liner near the Nab Light-ship and lost with all hands. 
Lieutenant L. С. О. Mansergh and Sub-Lieutenant J. P. 
Churchill were on board, together with nine petty officers 
and men. The AJ must have been right in the fairway 
when she was struck by the liner Berwick Castle, which 
passed over her as she lay at the bottom waiting for а 
battle-ship. It is believed that the liner struck the sub- 
marine's conning-tower and heeled the boat over, 
news of the catastrophe reached Portsmouth the Seaguil 
and other gun-boats were at once dispatched to assist in 
the search for the sunken boat. 
the Nab Light-ship, where she lay in fifteen fathoms of 
water. Admiralty divers attempted the task of raising 
her late on Saturday afternoon, but owing w the 
strong tide their operations were greatly impeded. Subse- 
quently,-Admiral Fisher reported that, As the exposed 
position of the wreck of the submarine prevents the 
usual lifting operations being carried out, it has been 
decided to adopt the course of first repairing all the 
damages to the hull, and making her watertight, and then 
floating her by forcing out the water by the agency of com- 
pressed air." There was no hope of any of the submarine’s 
crew being found alive, for so badly was she damaged that 
the water must have at once rushed in and drowned every 
man. 


The Censure Vote.—The vote of censure on the 
Government op the question of Chinese labour was defeated 
by a majority of fifty-seven—299 against 242. Fourteen 
Unionists voted against the Government. Sixty-two Irish 
Nationalists were present, and proceeded into the division 
lobby with the Radicals. Fifty - two members paired. 
When the amendment to the Address on this subject was 
moved by Mr. Herbert Samuel on Feb. 11 the Government 
majority was fifty-one. That no stone was left unturned 
to induce Unionists to vote against the Government may 
be gathered from the fact that for some days postcards 
addressed to Ministerialist members have arrived at the 
House of Commons in a continuous stream, all being 
worded as follows: Dear Sir,—Kindly vote against 
Chinese labour."

Flumber's Libel Suit. The ‘hearing was con- 
cluded in the King’s Bench Division of an action 
brought by Fredk. Newman, journeyman plumber, resid- 
ing in Edgware Road, against John Strauss, carpenter, 
of Clarendon Terrace, Maida Vale, to recover damages 
for an alleged libel. It appeared that in March of 
last year the plaintiff" was a lodger in the house of 
the defendant, while his wife was in а situation at 
Brighton. On the 31«t of that month the defendant 
wrote to the plaintiff's wife to the effect that her husband 
had introduced a womin to his apartments on the previous 
Sunday evening, and that they left the house together 
at five o’clock on the following morning. The letter 
caused an estrangement between plaintiff and his wife. 
Plaintiff contended that there was no truth in the allega- 
tion, and that the person who slept in his room on the 
nieht in question was a workman whom he had known 
for many years and who wanted a bed for the night. 
Mr. Justice Bruce, in summing up, said 16 was true that 
the plaintiff was a working man, but his character was as 
precious to him as if he had occupied a high social position. 
‘The charge was a serious one, and if the jury thought it 
was untrue they should mark their sense of the imoropriet v 
of masking such a charge by awarding the plaintiff sub- 
stantial damages. The jury found a verdict for the 
plaintiff, and assessed the damages*at £30.
